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FOREWORD. 


To  the  Alumni  of  the  University  of  North  Dakota: 

In  turning  the  pages  of  the  manuscript  of  the  Alumni  Number 
of  the  University  Bulletin,  I  came  upon  the  pledge  of  support  and 
loyalty  with  surprise  and  pleasure. 

Through  the  assistance  of  the  Alumni,  the  University  of  North 
Dakota  can  go  forward  to  bigger  things  with  rapid  strides.  The 
University  is  not  simply  buildings  and  faculty,  but  it  is  primarily  the 
teaching  body,  the  students,  the  alumni,  and  last  of  all  the  buildings 
and  equipment;  though  it  must  be  said  that  the  spirit  prevading  an 
institution  is  more  or  less  manifested  in  its  apparatus,  libraries  and 
buildings. 

The  demands  upon  an  institution  of  learning  are  greater  today 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  education.

COMMENCEMENT  WEEK,  1909. 

Commencement  Week  of  1909  was  a  notable  one  in  alumni  an¬ 
nals.  It  was  exceptionally  enjoyable  because  of  the  unusual  number 
of  alumni  present,  and  yet  over  all  was  the  shadow  of  sadness  due 
to  the  thought  that  we  met  for  the  last  time  with  President  Merrifield 
as  our  head.  It  was  this  fact  which  brought  back  many  who  had  not 
visited  their  Alma  Mater  for  years. 

The  exercises  of  the  week  began  Sunday  with  the  Baccalaureate 
sermon,  delivered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Shutter  of  Minneapolis.  Monday, 
Law  School  Day,  was  given  over  to  the  Law  School  exercises  in  the 
afternoon,  and  to  the  Senior  Prom,  held  at  the  gymnasium  in  the 
evening.  Tuesday,  Class  Day,  was  taken  up  by  the  class  exercises 
in  the  afternoon  and  the  class  play  in  the  evening,  both  held  at  the 
Metropolitan  Theatre. 

ALUMNI  DAY. 

Wednesday  has  now  been  definitely  established  as  Alumni  Day. 
During  the  forenoon  the  A.  D.  T.  society  held  a  reunion  and  the  old 
members  reported  a  cordial  welcome.  This  seems  a  very  fitting 
occasion  for  holding  society  and  class  reunions  and  it  is  hoped  that 
more  of  the  societies  will  arrange  for  such  meetings  next  year. 

The  reception  given  to  the  alumni  in  the  afternoon  by  the 
Women’s  League  proved  most  popular  and  enjoyable.  The  young 
ladies  of  the  League  served  refreshments  and  the  University  orches¬ 
tra  furnished  music,  demonstrating  to  the  “old-timers”  the  advance 
which  the  University  has  made  along  musical  lines. 

ALUMNI  BUSINESS  MEETING. 

In  the  evening  of  Alumni  Day,  at  seven  o’clock,  the  annual  busi¬ 
ness  meeting  of  the  association  was  held  in  the  gymnasium.  The 
usual  order  of  business  was  taken  up,  reports  of  secretary,  treasurer 
and  committees  were  read  and  approved,  and  a  new  member,  Fred 
S.  Duggan,  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  a  period  of 
three  years,  in  accordance  with  the  new  constitution.  The  Board 
was  authorized  to  set  aside  as  a  special  fund  all  money  received  from 
life-membership  dues. 

Brief  addresses  were  made  by  several  of  the  alumni,  among 
them  Dr.  Walter  J.  Marclay,  ’91,  and  Senator  J.  E.  Davis,  ’99;  and 
then  a  delegation  of  alumni  escorted  in  President  Merrifield  to 
receive  the  book  of  alumni  signatures  which  had  been  prepared  by 
the  association  as  a  parting  gift. 

This  book  is  a  beautiful  example  of  the  bookmaker’s  art.  It  is 
a  volume  about  ten  by  twelve  inches  in  size,  bound  in  brown  suede, 
and  stamped  with  these  words  in  gold  letters : 
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The  Alumni 
to 

President  Webster  Merrifield. 

Within,  in  hand  illuminated,  Old  English  script,  is  the  following 
legend : 

A  Tribute 
from  the 

Alumni  of  the  State  University  of  North  Dakota 

to 

President  Webster  Merrifield. 

In  appreciation  of  twenty-five  years’  continuous 
service  as  instructor  and  President,  ending 

June  iy,  Nineteen  Hundred  Nine. 

On  the  next  page  is  expressed  the  following  sentiment : 

Our  Beloved  President: 

You  receive  today  the  well  earned  plaudits  of  a 
grateful  state.  The  work  which  you  began  a  quarter 
of  a  century  ago  and  to  which  you  have  devoted  the 
best  years  of  your  life  is  done.  The  finished  structure 
of  the  higher  educational  system  of  an  American  State 
stands  today  before  the  world  as  a  glorious  justification 
of  your  faith  and  toil. 

We,  your  boys  and  your  girls  of  former  years, 
yield  to  no  one  in  admiration  of  your  career  and  pride 
in  your  achievements.  Yet  it  is  not  so  much  these 
sentiments  that  this  little  memento  is  intended  to  ex¬ 
press  as  our  enduring  respect  and  affection  for  you, 
the  wise  counsellor,  the  devoted  friend  of  our  college 
days.  May  this  simple  token  of  our  regard  be  an 
assurance  to  you  that  your  numberless  acts  of  kindness 
to  us  and  of  self-sacrifice  in  our  behalf  will  never  be 
forgotten,  and  that  your  example  of  steadfast  devotion 
to  the  highest  ideals,  to  the  good,  the  true,  and  the 
beautiful  in  life,  is  for  us  a  never  failing  source  of 
inspiration. 

Then  follow  the  fac  simile  signatures  of  about  500  alumni. 
They  are  arranged  by  classes  and  occupy  twenty  pages. 

The  presentation  was  made  by  the  alumni  president,  Miss  Bis- 
bee,  and  President  Merrifield  responded  very  feelingly,  saying  that 
such  a  gift  was  more  to  him  than  any  other  which  could  have  been 
chosen  as  it  was  a  personal  token  from  each  alumnus. 

After  adjournment  of  the  business,  the  alumni  proceeded  to 
Davis  Hall  where  the  President’s  Reception  was  held.  The  attend¬ 
ance  of  alumni  was  unusually  large,  many  coming  from  other  states 
to  pay  their  respect  to  the  man  who  for  twenty-five  years  had  always 
opened  his  house  and  heart  to  them.  President  Merrifield  will  be 
distantly  located,  but  he  assured  the  alumni  that  his  California  home 
will  always  be  open  to  any  who  may  pass  that  way.

COMMENCEMENT  EXERCISES. 


Commencement  exercises  were  held  Thursday  forenoon  in  the 
gymnasium.  The  graduating  class  numbered  ninety,  five  of  whom 
delivered  orations.  These  were  followed  by  the  address  to  the  class 
by  President  Merrifield.  As  this  was  his  last  public  address  it  was 
of  unusual  interest,  especially  to  the  alumni,  and  would  be  given 
here  but  for  lack  of  space. 

After  the  conferring  of  degrees,  Honorable  Tracy  Bangs  stepped 
to  the  platform  and  announced  that  although  the  list  of  degrees  upon 
the  program  had  been  completed  there  was  still  one  more,  and  with 
a  few  fitting  remarks  he  conferred  upon  President  Merrifield  the 
Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  This  was  entirely  unexpected  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Merrifield  and  he  was  left  almost  without  words  for  response. 
The  enthusiastic  applause  of  the  audience  testified  its  approbation 
of  this  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

COMMENCEMENT  DINNER. 

The  old-time  Alumni  Banquet  has  been  merged  into  the  Com¬ 
mencement  Dinner,  held  at  the  University  after  the  Commecement 
exercises.  The  dinner  was  well  attended  by  the  alumni  last  year. 
They  were  seated  by  classes  thus  giving  an  opportunity  for  many 
pleasant  reunions.  Professor  Squires  acted  as  toastmaster,  and  the 
toast  “The  Alumni”  was  responded  to  by  Bardi  G.  Skulason.  Mr. 
Skulason  spoke  very  feelingly  of  the  “old  days”  and  of  the  affection¬ 
ate  relations  existing  between  President  Merrifield  and  the  students 
of  that  time,  and  he  emphasized  the  thought  that  although  the  alumni 
are  ready  to  pledge  their  loyalty  and  support  to  the  new  president, 
no  one  can  ever  quite  take  the  place  of  “our  old  Prexy.” 

Dr.  Frank  L.  McVey,  our  new  President,  was  also  an  honored 
guest  at  the  dinner,  and  was  introduced  to  the  alumni.  He  spoke 
in  a  most  winning  way,  expressed  his  gratification  at  meeting  so 
many  former  students  and  friends  of  the  University,  and  invited  all 
to  cooperate  with  the  board  and  faculty  in  building  a  greater  Uni¬ 
versity  on  the  foundations  so  worthily  laid  by  his  predecessor. 

The  program  finished  with  the  singing  of  Auld  Lang  Syne  and 
with  this  song  ended  the  last  event  of  a  very  memorable  commence¬ 
ment  week.  President  Merrifield  has  retired  from  active  connection 
with  the  University  but  his  real  interest  in  its  welfare  we  know  he 
will  never  relinquish.  He  takes  with  him  into  his  new  life  our  deep¬ 
est  gratitude,  our  tenderest  memories,  our  fondest  affection.

To  the  Alumni  Association : 

Your  board  of  directors  takes  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  a 
report  for  the  year  1908-09.  It  includes  the  reports  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  together  with  a  few  suggestions  which  it  is  believed 
will  be  of  benefit  to  the  association  and  which  it  is  hoped  may  be 
adopted  at  the  annual  meeting  next  June. 

SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

Acting  under  instructions,  the  Secretary  arranged  with  the 
University  Bulletin  committee  for  the  publication,  in  the  January, 
1909,  Bulletin,  of  the  new  constitution,  a  directory  of  the  class  of 
1908,  the  permanent  class  secretaries,  and  the  officers  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation. 

For  our  Founders  Day  exercises  Judge  H.  G.  Vick,  ’93,  of 
Pembina,  was  asked  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the  Alumni,  which  he  did 
on  Feb.  22,  1909. 

Your  directors  instructed  the  secretary  to  arrange  for  the  prep¬ 
aration  of  a  suitable  memorial  to  President  Merrifield,  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  in  June,  and  author¬ 
ized  an  assessment  of  $1.00  each,  at  the  same  time  remitting  the 
annual  dues.  A  description  of  the  memorial  has  been  given  else¬ 
where  in  this  publication. 

During  the  summer  and  fall  we  have  been  collecting  data  for 
the  directory  which  is  herewith  presented,  and  have  established  a 
card  index  of  the  alumni  for  the  secretary’s  office.  This  we  shall 
endeavor  to  keep  up  to  date,  and  we  ask  the  cooperation  of  all  in 
securing  the  requisite  data.

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  constitution  provides  two  methods  of  paying  dues  to  the 
association.

2.  Life  membership,  obtained  by  the  payment  at  one  time  of 
$10.00,  exempting  such  member  from  further  payment  of  dues. 

It  is  hoped  that  we  can  obtain  enough  life  members  to  establish 
a  sinking  fund  which  can  be  made  permanent.  This  will  require  an 
amendment  to  the  constitution  which  will  be  presented  at  the  next 
annual  meeting. 

With  this  Bulletin  we  are  sending  a  slip  which  can  be  filled  out 
and  mailed  to  the  secretary  with  your  check  or  money  order  for 
either  amount.  As  our  activities  are  increasing,  more  money  is 
needed  each  year;  we  would  urge,  therefore,  a  prompt  and  hearty 
response.

DIRECTORY. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  keeping  information  concerning 
our  alumni,  the  association  has  authorized  the  publication  of  an 
up-to-date  directory  which  is  herewith  presented. 

Our  graduates  now  number  over  six  hundred  and  are  scattered 
over  all  parts  of  this  country  and  our  foreign  possessions.  We  are 
possessed  of  accurate  information  concerning  over  five  hundred  of 
these.  The  collection  of  the  requisite  data  has  involved  a  large 
amount  of  work  on  the  part  of  your  secretary  and  he  has  to  thank 
the  alumni  for  the  prompt  and  courteous  cooperation  afforded  him. 

We  have  endeavored  to  give  not  only  the  correct  address  and 
occupation  of  each  but  also  any  important  business  or  professional 
associations  or  positions  of  trust  held  by  them.  We  believe  that 
such  information  is  of  interest  to  all  and  is  valuable  to  the  University 
in  indicating  the  activities  of  her  graduates. 

We  would  accordingly  request  that  you  keep  us  informed  of 
any  important  changes.  At  least  once  a  year  the  secretary  will  send 
out  stamped  return  cards,  and  he  asks  each  alumnus  to  attend 
promptly  to  filling  out  and  returning  the  same.  We  have  a  card 
index  arranged  alphabetically  and  geographically,  which  we  shall 
endeavor  to  keep  up  to  date,  and  we  expect  to  issue  a  new  directory 
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at  least  every  two  years.  To  make  this  possible  it  is  necessary  that 
all  cooperate  with  the  secretary.
